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On motion of Mr. Nowlin, was admitted to his seat. 
The Council having met the House in the Representative Hall, 
his Excellency, the Governor was introduced, and delivered the fol- 
lowing message: 


Fellow Citizens of the Councel and House of Representatives : 

You are convened for the purpose of making the apportionment 
of representation for the House of Representatives of this Territory, 
11 conformity to the organic law of Congress creating the territorial 
government of Wisconsin, and in accordance with a law passed at 
the last session of the Legislative Assembly for taking the census 
or enumeration of the inhabitants by the several sheriffs of the dif- 
ferent counties in this Territory. 

The elective franchise of the people 1s the sacred palladium of our 
rights, the shield and helmet of our liberties, and the foundation upon 
which our republican institutions must exist; all should equally par- 
ticipate in the advantage of representation, according to numbers. 

As the Legislative Assembly has been convened for a special pur- 
pose, 1t would not be proper for me to call your attention to any sub- 
jects not connected with the object for which you have met: except 
in cases where the public good might require your immediate action. 

You have memorialized Congress, at your late session, on the 
most important subjects connected with the growth and prosperity 
of the Territory : for the extension of the right of pre-emption to 
our meritorious and enterprising citizens, occupants of the public 
lands ; the division of the Territory : asking appropriations of Con- 
gress for the construction of harbors on our Lake coast, the remov- 
al of the obstructions in the rapids of the Upper Mississippi; the 
adjustment of our Southern boundary line with the State of Mis- 
souri, and other important measures which are now pending before 
Congress, the result of which will be known before your annual 
session. 

As Congress will probably not adjourn before the fifteenth of next 
month, I deem 1t my duty earnestly to recommend to the Legislative 
Assembly the justice and propriety of memorializing that body, at an 
early day of your session, asking the ratification, by the United 
States Senate, of the treaties made with the Winnebagoes, Sioux 
and Chippewa Indians, for the extinguishment of their title to coun- 
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try within the limits of this Territory. Until reeently, no doubts 
were entertained of the ratification of the treaties in question. 

From the proximity of the Winnebago Indians, to our border set- 
tlements, and their frequent depredations on the stock and other 
property of the inhabitants of the "Terzitory, it has been with great 
difficulty that the citizens, who have been injured by them, could he 
restrained from killing them. It is à fact well known that the coun- 
try owned by the Winnebago Indians, north of the Wisconsin River, 
would be of great value to the United States as well as to the, citi- 
zens of Wisconsin, and is not suited to the-state and condition of the 
Indians who claim ıt. From the intemperate and reckless charagter 
of the Winnebago Indians, I have no hesitation in saying thatunless 
they are removed fiom the country north of the Wiseonsin River 
difficulties will ensue between them and the whites that will end; in 
war. The Winnebago Indians own a ccuntry west of the Missis- 
sippi that affords game in abundance, and where they could remain 
in peace for years. A just regard for the rights of the people- of 
Wisconsin requires that the Wmnebagoes should be removed; the 
safety of the lives and property of our citizens demand it. Should 
troubles with our Indian neighbors commence, it 1s difficult to tell 
where they will stop. Our recent Indian wars have been at the price 
of much blood and treasure, and have we not a right to expect that 
the representatives of a great and intelligent nation will prevent a 
state of things that would be ruinous to the growth and prosperity of 
this Territory? 

The purchase of country from the Chippewa Indians, east of ‘the 
Mississippi, was made for the advantage of its extensive pine forests; 
bordering on the Chippewa and St. Croix rivers, and which is con- 
sidered of the first importance to the people residing on the borders 
of the Mississippi, by affording them cheap and abundant supplies 
of pine lumber. Mills have already been erected in the Chippewa 
country, and several hundred individuals are now employed ii in pre- 
paring rafts of pine lumber; and should the treaty made with the 
Chippewas not be ratified, and the whites be immediately removed 
from the occupation of their country, we may expect that the Chip- 
pewa Indians will attack those whom they will consider as intruders 
on their rights. 
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Should tho bill, now depending before the Congress of the United 
States, for the establishment of two land offices west of the Missis- 
sippi river, become a law; and should the public lands be offered at 
sale under the proclamation of the President of the United States 
daring the present year, many of our citizens who might be entitled 
tó purchase the public lands, (should the right of pre-emption be ex- 
tétided lo-them,) would not be prepared to pay for their homes. I 
respectfully and earnestly recommend to the Legislative Assembly 
the justice and propriety of memorializing the President of the Um- 
ted States on this subject, asking him to defer the sale of the public 
lands within this Territory, for one year. The present state of the 
currency. and the difficulty of procuring land-office money, would 
justify the indulgence proposed for the benefit of this meritorious 
class of our citrzens, who have a right to expect that justice and the 
patronage of the Government will be extended to them. 

E recommend to you, gentlemen, despatch in the discharge of your 
legislative duties; and you may expect my co-operation in all mea- 
sures which have for their object the public good.

That, during the summer and fall of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, treaties were concluded on the partof the: 
United States, in conformity with appropriations made for that pur». 
pose, with the Winnevago, Sioux, and Chippewa Indians, for the 
purchase of a large and valuable tract of country lying north ofthe. 
Wisconsin, and east of the Mississippi river. The land.thus: pur». 
chased of the Winnebagoes, from its geographical position; from the 
nature and quality of the soil, and from the mineral wealth which it. 
is, believed to contain, may be considered as a. most valuable: acqui- 
sition to the Territory of the United States:—And the country pure 
chased of the Sioux and Chippewas, embracing, as it does, all; or 
nearly all, the pineries on the head waters.of the Mississippi; ix-of 
great importance in. affording suppliea of pine. lumber to the sailed 
ants residing-om the:borders-of that river. pda 

Your memorialists are satisfied that by: ratifying these fronton n me 
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injustice could be-done to those Indian tribes, as the country pur- 
chased affords them but a scanty supply of game; and as they are 
known to be at this time extremely solicitous that they should be 
confirmed, and that they should receive from the Government im- 
mediately the prices stipulated to be paid. Much dissatisfaction ex- 
ists among the Indians because they see no preparations being mado 
to, pay them thé first ‘instalment. They have neglected the chase 
andare sufféring from hunger,:and in revenge, or for self-preserva- 
tion, theyháve been making depredations to an alarming extent upon 
the stock and other property of our citizens. A very large number 
of people have, upon the faith of the treaties made, taken up their 
résidence’on tha land purchased: they are engaged in cutting and 
rafting the pine lumber, and in the construction of mills; and diff} 
culties of ti very serious character between the white and ted men 
úpon our borders must immediately ensue, upon the rejection of the 
treaties by your honorable body. The combined forces of the Win 
nebagoesy Sioux, and Chippewas, assisted as they naturally would 
be by the Sacs and Foxes, would form a powerful alliance, and it 
would cost the General Government much blood and treasure to 
protect her-citizens from the aggressions of an enemy so strong and 
so evil mirded. 
: The-removal of these Indians from the land purchased, as con- 
templated.by these treaties, would be decidedly advantageous to our 
frontier settlements, without effecting, in the least degree, a similar 
class of people in any other State or Territory; and we therefore 
mbsf respectfully and most earnestly recommend the speedy ratifi- 
cation of those treaties by your honorable body.

Excellency, that it is their belief that if the bill now v pendg h hefore 
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Congress; to establish two Land Offices on the westside of the Mis- 
sissippi river should become a law, that the fands in their vicinity 
would in:& short time be brought into market by the President's 
proclamation; and ‘believing as we do, that if such should be the case 
during the present year, it would militate against the best mterests 
of a very large and respectable portion of the citizens, and indeed, 
We respéctfully affirm, that it would be injurious and oppressive to 
at least four-fifths of the entire farming population of the Territory. 
` ?his meritorious class of our citizens, we beg leave to represent 
to your Excellency, have come into the country expecting that the 
, same liberal policy which has heretofore characterized the general 
government, would also be extended to them. In this expectation 
they have gono on and made valuable the pure domain by their 
enterprise aud industry. 

They have expended their all in the opening and improving the 
wilderness which in this section of the country is very great, and 
many, very many, are fhe hardships and privations which the fron 
tier settler has to endure before he can cause the soil to produce as 
much us will barely support his family and stock. 

If the lands in this Territory should be offered for sale during the 
present year, it is to be feared that a very large majority of the cul- 
tivators of the soil would not be able in the present state of the cur- 
réncy to'p&y for their homes, but would be obliged to submit to the

Sir: By the eighteenth section of the act of the Legislative As- 
sembly, approved December 21, 1887, ‘ta establish the boundary | 
lings of the gounties o£. Dubuque, Clayton, Jackson, Benton, Linn, 
Jones, Clinton, Johnson, Scott, Delaware, Buchanan, Cedar, Fay- 
ette, and Keokuck, and to provide for the location of the. Seats of 
Justice in said counties, and for other purposes,” it is provided that 
“the. Seat of, Justice in the county of Scott shall, from and after the 
first day of April next, be established either at Davenport or Rock- 
ingham,.as may be decided by the qualified voters of said county, 
ag is hereinafter provided.” 

Under the provisions of the law in question, elections were e held 
in the said county of Scott, and by thé returns made hy the Deputy 
Clerk of the-District Court for the county of Dubuque, it appeared 
that the, town of Davenport received two hundred and ninety votes, 
and the town. of Rockingham one hundred and eighty-four yotes. 
By the act referred to, it was made the duty of the Governor, on 
the receipt of the returns, to issue a proclamation declaring the rẹ- 
sult, and the place fixed by the vote of the people residing within 
the boundaries of Scott county, as the Seat of Justice thereof. 

This proclamation has not as yet been issued in consequence of 
complaints of fraud in conducting the elections, which are in my 
opinion sufficiently well grounded to justify me in withholding the 
Proclamation until the Legislative Assembly shall have had an op- 
portunity of investigating these grave charges, and taking some ac- 
tion on the subject.
